This surgeon, whose uarna I 
eouHl not learn, was assistant to Dr. Lyon, 
brother to the bravo and lamented Gt:i. 
Nathaniel Lyon, who fell at the battle of 
Wilson's Creek, in Missouri, in August last. 
This Dr. Lyon is surgeon 10 the '' Lyon 
Legion " (3d J'iasonri).

OPINION BY CIIIEK JUSTICE D1XO.V. 


Kn»e!nn<], Appellant, nonius* Tha City of Mil- 


vrnukeo, mpomlani. 


I think a rehearing muat bo had in thia 


casu. As to rail and plunk road property, 
1 am nltnoat, and I cannot pay but fully, 
prepared to return to the rule of taxation 
suid to have been established by this court 
iti 1855. 
I am iu great doubt and perplex- 


ity upon the subject. My views of the con- 
Hiitution remain unchanged. I never had 
nnd never can have any doubt about that. I 
wish I could satisfy myself as well upon every 
question upon which it becomes my duty 
to give nit opinion. 
Aa nn original propo- 


sition, 1 should say without hesitation, that 
wo must abide by the constitution as it is ; 
that it' it is to bo modified it must be done 
by the people. 
Neither the legislature nor 


the court have any power over it, either to 
change or dispense with its provisions. 


But the question is not new. It vrns 


formerly before this court, and we are told 
decided differently — that the law taxing rail 
nnd plank roads was no infringement of the 
constitution. I any, we nro told thin, bo- 
ctuibc we have no authentic information to 
that uU'ect. Tho decision comc.i down to 
us by truditiou. No opinion wns written 
and no tiitiiemcut of the points resolved hy 
tbo juiigt'3, placed upon the files of this 
coutt. And this, without intending to re- 
tied on the otliciul conduct of my preducus- 
aors, for whom 1 have the highest respect, 
I must say, was, in ray judment, tho first 
great mistake. The next may be, that we 
departed Irorn thot decision, notwithstand- 
ing the law in that respect wns not observ- 
ed. A question of such magnitude should 
not have been left in that way, and I have 
sometimes felt that we ought not to be bound 
by the adjudications as a precedent. If 
tho court bad performed its whola duty, 
written an opinion, or filed notes of the 
points decided, I for one should never have 
decided differently. But it is said that this 
should make no difference — that tho conae- 
c-ucncea nf overruling tho decision at this 
timu are as disastrous as if either or both 
of theae things had been done — that it was 
generally understood and acquiesced in na 
a final settlement of tho question, and thn 
legislation and all the financial affairs of 
the state have been regulated accordingly. 


It cannot be denied, but thia ia so, nnd 


then tbo doctrine that we must stand by 
decided cases and not disturb settled points, 
applies with peculiar nnd almost irresisti- 
ble force. 
It is urged upon this motion, 


and was iu an oral'argument recently 'iiade 
in another cause, presenting the anuc ques- 
tion. The argument is in this respect, new, 
for though it has occurred to us, it has not 
been befuro urged by counsel in the strong 
light in which it now appears. The inter- 
est involved »ro immense, and tho conse- 
quences of adhering to our lato decision, 
beyond calculation. 
Tho taxes for n series 


of years, in a great state like this, cannot 
bo annulled and every proceeding connect- 
ed with r.nd depending upon them over- 
turned, without a shock must bo felt by 
every property owner and citizen of the 
state. The government itself must suffer 
great detriment and loss, and not only thnt, 
but all the counties and tunny of the towns, 
to an extent amounting almost financial ruin. 
Edtates and titles acquired, and invest- 
ments made on the faith of a decision of 
the highest court of the state, will be swept 
away, and public confidence destroyed. 


\\hen tho embarrassment of tho govern- 


ment will cease, no one can tell. Years 
will paga away, and thousands wilt he ex- 
pended in litigation before the evils of such 
a sudden revolution can be fully known and 
appreciated. But this is not all. I do not 
aee how the errors of the past can be cor- 
rected, except by the levy of a new tax to 
make up all former deficiencies. 1 have 
tried to persuade myself that A reassess- 
raent and n levy of thu taxes for those years 
wns practicable, but I am satisfied it is not. 
The obstacles in tho way of accomplishing 
auch a scheme, are so numerous, and the 
injustice which will bo wrought in many 
cases so great, as in my judgment to pre- 
clude nil possibility of its being done. We 
ore then brought to this—the tax-payers of 
to-day must come forward and pay into the 
public treasuries, state nnd county, nnd in 
many cases, city nnd town, tho unpaid tax- 
es for tho past aeven years, with tho fees, 
charges and interest. This cannot bo done. 
The people cannot discharge such nn enor- 
mous burden in any one year. Its collec- 
tion would be impossible. It might be 
dona in thre?, four or moro years, but not 
in a shorter time. 
Is this court authorized 


in viow of all tho facts—can we consistent- 
ly with duty inflict auch a burden upon tho 
et&to? I think not. 
It seems to me, that 


as to tho particular species of property in 
question before tho court in 1855, I must 
return to tho ralo thon established. 


As to tho past, it will bo seen that the 


method which 1 have suggested for supply- 
ing ita defects, and I can see no other, car- 
ries us farther and further from the rule of 
equality established by tlio constitution, and 
fur which I have struggled and which I am 
still persuaded should be pursued by the 
legislature. It h belter thai those evils and 
inequalities should bo endured, than to be 
corrected in this way. They have onco re- 
ceived the sanction of this court, and the 
responsibility for them, be it great or small, 
rusts not with mo. The constitution was 
made for the safety and protection of tho 
people, not to be used us an instrument for 
their destruction. It is fair to presume, if 
au opportunity were oilered, that they would 
ratify .tho interpretation which it then're- 
ceived, rather than undergo tho evih re- 
sulting from the overthrow of the transac- 
tions of the ptist. 


Besides, it is not as if wo were fixing by 


our decision, the future policy of the state, 
BO long as the constitution is unchanged. 
If wo were—if wo were binding the people 
or the legislature to RU unequal a»d tinjubt 
rule of taxation tuTenfter, tho question 
would be ot fur greater moment. 
But we 


are not. Our viuws of the constitutional 
provision arc well known, and the legisla- 
ture can adopt them or not us it sees fit. 
Thero is, therefore, ample remedy for the 
future, nnd the return, by legislative enact- 
ments to the requirements of the funda 
mental law will be easily done, and attend- 
ed by nono of these diuastrous results. 
This in my judgment is iv very important 
consideration, and one which should deter- 
mine my action iu tho premises. . 


On the one side, we have tho blessings 


arising from an «jqiwl and uniform distribu- 
tion of tho burthens of government, accord- 
ing to the benefits received, founded iu the 
broadest principles of equity and justice, 
nnd established by the constitution itself; 
on the other, the evils which will follow the 
overturning of all the financial traiiniictioiiH 
of tho past seven years, of which I have 
given but n mere glimpse. As I have be- 
fore said, my mind ia in great perplexity 
and doubt; but upon the whole, I can see 
no other way than to go buck to tho rule 
established by the court in 1855. 


I make this full declaration of my views 


now, and without waiting for further Jirgti- 
inent, because of a nei-csaity for an iinuie 
diato decision. The legislature is about to 
assemble, convened on this very busircfn, 
and delay is impossible. 
iVithout thin, 


I would not only Imvo listened to further 
discussion, but should have insisteded upon 
it. 


OPINION* OF JUSTICE PA INK. 


Upon n motion for rehearing, counsel 


have pressed upon us with great force the 
argument derived from the maxim stare 
decisis; and have argued thnt it was our 
duty to return to the first decision of this 
court, holding the law of 1854 valid. 1 
have admitted in tho opinion already filed, 
that upon that point, 1 had great doubt; 
and I was only able to sustain the conclu- 
sion there announced by the fact that it 
seemed to me that the consequences of re- 
turning to that construction might be as 
disastrous as those of overturning it. 
l<'or, 


although I believe, as I then held, that in 
originally determining what the law is, no 
court can properly disregard its real con- 
victions, in view of any consequences ; yet, 
iu determining how far a court should ever 
feel at liberty to depart from a decision 
once made, the consequences of such de- 
parture, depending upon the extent to 
which such decUiou has formed the basis 
of tho business transactions of the commu- 
nity, tnuat undoubtedly be looked at. 


I havo become satisfied that if we adhere 


to tba decision already Announced in this 
case, it will invalidate- not only the taxes 
in thos3 counties where there was rail and 
plank road property, but also tho entire 
taxes ot the atute. For tho omission of 
that property in the counties where it was 
located, necessarily disturbed the propor- 
tions ad between them and thu other coun- 
ties in tho state equalization. 


Another case has also been argued in 


which it was claimed that tho principles of 
our decision must also invalidate the laws 
of I860, professing to exempt railroads en- 
tirely, and then requiring them to jn.y a li- 
cense. It is said thnt this is in substance 
tho same thing as tho law of 1854, under 
another name1, and I am satisfied also that 
thia is BO. Wo cannot, while adhering to 
our decision in tho casa of The State va. 
Tho W. L. it F. It. P. It. Co. sustain this 
legislation of 1800, unless wo are prepared to 
Siiy that the legislature may do thnt indirect- 
ly, which itcannotdo directly. That it may, 
by merely calling things by wrong immeo, 
sustain tho most palpable evasion of i<. con- 
stitutional provision. 


And although it may be possible to re- 


adjust tho taxes for all these yours, it would 
undoubtedly bo exceedingly difficult, and 
even if accomplished, would involve gieat 
labor and expense. And it does not seem 
very probable that upon n single trial a re- 
adjustment could be hit upon, which would 


on other subjects. 
That it may bo held 


binding BO fur as it actually decided, but 
not held as establishing & principle to be 
applied to new cases. But that is not now 
to be determined. 


Tbo reason which induced tbo judges 


now constituting the majority of tho court 
to feel that they were not obliged to regard 
that decision, ns they would one iu which 
the court hnd filed an opinion, have been 
already suOicitnnly stated in other opinions. 
But notwithstanding wo havo not tho rea- 
sons of tho court, wo kuow that upon some 
ground, they sustained the law of 1854, and 
wo know that tho entire taxation of the 
state, and all the private transactions grow- 
ing out of ir, have since been conducted 
upon the theory of its validity. 
Upon this 


ground alone is that decision entitled to be 
regarded as an authority ; but that alone is 
efficient to make it imperative. 


I am satisfied that the decision iu the 


case of The Slate vs. Tho Winnebago Lake 
and Fox II. P. Co. should be overruled, and 
the law of 1854 held valid; and that the 
motion for a rehearing in this caso should 
be granted.

1 have 
become fully convinced, therefore, that no 
court can be justified in adhering to u de- 
parture from a decision onco made upon 
tho constitutional provision, whore such de- 
parture must uproot so extensively both the 
public nnd private business transactions of 
ilio state.

not be disturbed, ia founded upon ii.

question in such cases id not whether the 
nrst decision wns correct, but whether a de- 
cision has been made, and the business 
conducted on tho faith of it. 
Where this 


bus been done, it would bo difficult to im- 
agine a case where a court would be justi- 
fied in re-opening the quebtion that hud 
been decided. 


There must be an end somewhere, "The 


world wait:) and listens fur the judicial de- 
termination, and then acts accordingly." 
Men have the right to rely with certainly 
upon the decision of tho highest tribunal in 
tho state, in matters where their business is 
to be teguluted by such decision ; and v/hen 
they have so acted, the idea that all their 
transactions may bo uprooted, whenever 
new judges coma upon the bench, who be- 
lieve the former decision to have bean 
wrong, could not be toleruted in any sys- 
tem. 
We havo ourselves decided the pres- 


ent method of taxing banks to bo valid. 
Whether that deciiion wns right or wrong, 
could it be allowed thnt yeora hotico other 
judge0, holding n different opinion, should 
overrule it, and invalidate the entire taxa- 
tion of the stute, because bank property 
WBS not taxed like the rest?

not. 
Judicial determination would lose all 


value, and nothing could ever be regarded 
as settled, upon such a theory. And, al- 
though I sincerely repcot thnt a decision 
which I am compelled to regard as a sub- 
version of nu important safe-guard of the 
constitution was ever made, yet, in view of 
tho destruction which it now nppnars must 
roiiilt from n departure from it, in obedi- 
ence to the rule of judicial order, I feel it 
my duly to return to, and follow, though I 
cannot defend it. 


It may be, as urged by counsel, thnt this 


will not necessarily lead to tho recognition 
of the same principle iu now legislation up-

I think a rehearing must be had in this 


case. As to rail and plank road property, 
1 am almost, Bud I cannot say but fully, 
prepared to return to the rule of taxation 
said to have been established by this court

I am in great doubt and perplex- 


itv upon the subject. 
My views of the con- 


stitution remain unchanged. I never had 
and never can have any doubt about that. I 
wish I could satisfy myself as well upon every 
([•aestion upon which it becomes my duty 
to give an opinion. 
As an original propo 


sition, I should say without hesitation, that 
we raust abide by the constitution as it is ; 
that if it is to be modified it must be done 
by the people. 
Neither the legislature nor 


tile court have any power over it. either to 
change or dispense with its provisions. 


But the question is not new. It was 


formerly before this court, and we are toid 
decided differently—that the lnw taxing rail 
and plank roads was no infringement of the 
constitution.

It 13 butter that those evils and 


inequalities should bo endured, than to be 
corrected in this way.

This in my judgment is a very important 
consideration, and one which should deter- 
mine my action in the premises. . 


On the one side, we have the blessings 


arising from an equal and uniform distribu- 
tion of the burthens of government, accord- 
ing to the benefits received, founded in the 
broadest principles of equity and justice, 
and established by the constitution itself; 
oil the other, the evils which will foiiow the 
overturning of all the financial transactions 
of thu past seven years, of which I have 
given but a mere glimpso.

now, and without waiting for further argu- 
ment, because of a necessity for an in;me 
diate deeision.

binding so far as it actually decided, but 
not held as establishing a principle to be 
applied to new cases. But that is not now 
to be determined. 


The reason which induced the judges 


now constituting the majority of the court 
to feel that they were not obliged to regard 
that decision, as they would one in which 
the court had filed an opinion, have been 
already sufficiently stated in other opinions. 
But notwithstanding we have not the rea- 
sons of the court, we know that upon some 
ground, they sustained the law of 1854, and 
we know that the entire taxation of the 
state, and all ihe private transactions grow- 
ing out of if, have since been conducted 
upon the theory of its validity.

ground alone is that decision entitled to be 
regarded as an authority ; but that alone is 
sfh'cient to make it imperative. 


I am satisfied that the decision in the 


case of The Slate vs. The Winnebago Lake 
and Fox R. P. Co. should be overruled, and 
the law of 1854 held valid ; and that the 
motion for a rehearing in this case should 
be granted.

But it is said that this 


should make no difference—that the conse- 
quences of overruling tbe decision at thia 
time are as disastrous as if either or both 
of these things bad been done—that it was 
generally understood and acquiesced in as 
a final settlement of the question, and the 
legislation and all the financial affairs of 
the state have been regulated accordingly. 


It cannot be denied, but this is so, and 


then the doctrine that we must stand by 
decided cases and not disturb settled points, 
applies with peculiar and almost irresisti- 
ble force. 
It is urged upon t'aia motion, 


and was in an oral argument recently made 
in another cause, presenting the same ques- 
tion. 
The argument is in this respect, new, 


for though it has occurred to us, it ha* not 
been before urged by counsel in the strong 
light in which it now appears. 
The inter- 


est involved are immense, and the conse- 
quences of adhering to our late decision, 
beyond calculation. 
The taxes for a series 


of years, in a great state like this, cannot 
be annulled and every proceeding connect- 
ed with £.nd depending upon them over- 
turned, without a shock must be felt by 
every property owner and citizen of tbe 
state. The government itself must Buffer 
great detriment and loss, and not only that, 
but all the counties and many of the towns, 
to an extent amounting almost 5uancial ruin. 
Estates and titles acquired, and invest- 
ments made on the faith of a decision of 
the highest court of the state, will be swept 
away, and public confidence destroyed. 


When the embarrassment of the govern- 


ment will cease, no one can tell. 
Years 


will pasa away, and thousands will be ex- 
pended in litigation before the evils of such 
a sadden revolution can be fully known and 
appreciated. 
But this is not all. 
I do not 


see bow the errors of the past can be cor- 
rected, except by the levy of a new tax to 
make up all former deficiencies. 
I have 


tried to persuade myself that a reassess- 
ment and a levy of the taxes for those v?ars 
was practicable, but I am satisfied it is riot. 
The obstacles in the way of accomplishing 
such a scheme, ore so numerous, and the 
injustice which will be wrought in many 
ca'ses so great, as in my judgment to pre- 
clude all possibility of its being done. 
We 


ore then brought to this—the tax payers of 
to-day must corae forward and pay into the 
public treasuries, state and county, and in 
many caees. citv and town, the unpaid tax- 
es for the past seven years, with the fees, 
charges and interest. This cannot be done. 
The people cannot discharge such an enor- 
mous burden in any one year. 
Its collec- 


tion would be impossible. 
It might be 


don<> in thre?, four or more years, but not 
in a shorter time. Is this court authorized 
in view of all the facts—can we consistent- 
ly with duty inflict such a burden upon the 
Elate ? I think not. It seems to me, that 
as to the particular species of property in 
question before the court in 1855, I must 
return to the rule then established. 


have admitted in the opinion already filed, 
that upon that point, 1 bad great doubt;

although I believe, as I then held, that in 
originally determining what the law is, no 
court can properly disregard its real con- 
victions, in view of any consequences ; yet, 
in determining how far a court, should ever 
feel at liberty to depart from a decision 
once made, the consequences of such de- 
parture, depending upon the extent to 
which such decision has formed the basis 
of tho business transactions of the commu- 
nity, must undoubtedly be looked at. 


I have become satisfied that ii we adhere 


to the decision already announced in this 
case, it will invalidate nui only the (fixes 
in those counties: where there was rail and 
plank road property, but also the ^mire 
taxes ot the state. 
For 
the omission of 


that property in the counties where it was 
located, necessarily disturbed the propor- 
tions as between them and the other coun- 
ties in tbe state equalization. 


Another case has also been argued in 


which it was claimed that the p r i n c i p l f H of 
our decision must, also invalidate the iaws 
of 1860, professing to exempt railroads en- 
tirely, aud then requiring them to p>.y a li- 
cense. 
It is said that this is in substance 


the same thing as the law of 1854, under 
another name, and I am satisfied also that 
thia is so. 
We cannot, while adhering to 


our decision in tho case of The Stale vs. 
The W. L. & F. R. P. K. Co. sustain this 
legislation of 1800. unless we are praparul to 
say that the legislature may do that indirect- 
ly, which itcannotdo directly. 
That.it may, 


by merely calling things by wrong names, 
sustain the most palpable evasion of i1 con- 
stitutional provision. 


And although it may be possible ;o re- 


adjust the taxes for ail these years, it would 
undoubtedly be exceedingly difficult, and 
even if accomplished, would involve great 
labor and expense. And it does not seem 
very probable that upon P. single trial o re- 
adjustment could be hit upon, which would 
anticipate and avoid ull the questions and 
objections which might be raised. I have 
become fully convinced, therefore, that no 
court can be justified in adhering to a de- 
parture from a decision once made upon 
tha constitutional provision, whore such de- 
parture must uproot so extensively both the 
public find private business transactions of 
the state. 
It is no justification to demon- 


strate that the first decision was incorrect. 
If it were, I think we should have such jus- 
tification here. For, that a rule taxing dif 
ferent kinds of property at different rates, 
is not a uniform rule, has always seemed 
to me a proposition too plain for argument. 
But a proposition appears plain to one 
mind, aud its converse equally plain to an- 
other. 
Experience teaches ihe necessity of 


recognizing this fact, and the philosophy of 
the law, which requires thut rules of prop- 
erty once settled by judicial decision, shall 
not be disturbed, is founded upon it. 
The 


question in such cases is not whether the 
tirst decision was correct, but whether a de- 
cision has been made, and the business 
conducted on the faith of it. 
Where this 


has been done, it would be difficult to im- 
agine a case where a court would be justi- 
fied in re-opening the question that had 
been decided. 


There must be an end somewhere, 
"The 


world waits and listens fur the judicial de- 
termination, and then acts accordingly." 
Men have the right to rely with certainty 
upon the decision of the highest tribunal in 
the state, in matters where their business is 
to be regulated by puch decision j and '.vhen 
they have so actsd. the iden that all their 
transactions rr.ay be uprooted, whenever 
new judges come upon the bench, who be- 
lieve the former decision to have bean 
wrong, could Lot be tolerated in any sys- 
tem. 
We have ourselves decided the pres- 


ent method of taxing banks to be valid. 
Whether that decision was right or rvrong, 
could it be allowed that years hencu other 
judge", holding a different opinion, should 
overrule it, ar.d invalidate the entire taxa- 
tion of the, state, becr.uso bank property 
was not taxed like the rest? 
Obviously 


not. 
Judicial determination would lose all 


value, and nothing <-o'-i!d over be regarded 
as settled, upon such a thc-orr. 
And, al- 


though I sincerely reprct that a decision 
which I am comp-L-lleu fo regard as a sub- 
version of an i m p o r t a n t sale-guard "f the 
constitution was ever made, yet, in view of 
the destruction which it now appears must 
result from a departure from it, in obedi- 
ence lo tbe rule of judicial order, I fetl it 
my duty to return to, and follow, though I 
cannot defend it. 


It may be, as urged by counsel, that this 


will not necessarily lead to the recognition

Two days of tbe battle of Richmond 


have been fought, in both of which we were 
victorious. 
The loss is heavy on both sides. 


The attack commenced at one o'clock on 
Saturday by Hill's division, consisting of 
five rebel brigades, mostly from South Car- 
olina, Virginia and Georgia, attacking Cas- 
ey's division, near the turnpike leading over 
Bottom Bridge. Thia fight was disastrous 
to us. Csaey's division was forced to ra 
treat before superior numbers, leaving all 
camp equipage and twelve batteries. 
Col. 


Bailey, in endeavoring to save the butteries, 
was killed. Some of the Pennsylvania and 
New York troops behaved very 
badly. 


Many officers were killed in attempting to 
rally their men. 
General Heintzelmau or- 


dered up a portion of Kearney's nnd Hook- 
er's divisions. The former charged ou the 
rebels with fixed bayonets, driving them 
like sheep, regaining the lost ground ex- 
cept about half a mile, when night closed 
on their operations. 


General Sumner's two divisions, compos 


edof Sedgwick's and Richardson's divisions, 
erosaed the Chickahominy on Saturday at 
3 p. m., taking position on Hentzel man's 
right. There they encountered Longatreet's, 
Rain's and Huger's divisions, who compos- 
ed the Hower of the rebel army. Here the 
fighting'was 
desperate, and every inch o! 


ground was hotly contested. 
The enemy 


stood the Gre of our men, but in every 


arm; Capt. J. Nicholson, Co. C; Lieut. 
Bnrnaick, Co. I; Lient. Kellogg, Co. G, 
and reported lo be left on the field; Lieut.

LOST BOY UCCOVKHED. — The son of Dar- 


win Aikcn of this city, who was advertised 
as lost about ten dnya ngo, has been recov- 
ered by his parents. Tho atory told by tbc 
boy is thnt n woman passing through the 
city vrith a wagon and span of horses, a 
drove of cattle nud three children, (tbe old' 
est of whom was 7 jeara old) employed him 
to help her drive the ctittlo out of the city. 
After going with her two or three miles, be 
desired to return, but she persuaded him by 
promises of reward and a ride homo in the 
morning to stay with her during thn night. 
In the morning she refused to bring him 
home nnd threatened him if ho attempted 
(o get back or even inform any one of his 
situation. Sho changed his tmme, nnd kept 
him with her. Sunday night sho stopped 
with a former acquaintance, and deceived 
him as to tha circumstances under which 
the boy was with her. This friend, mean 
time, had his suspicions excited, and ai 
tempted to obtain an interview with the boy. 
This interview the woman thwarted, but 
told her friend stiQiciout to induce him to 
visit Janesvillo a few days after, where he 
found Mr. Aikan and communicated hh 
auspicious and informed Mr. Aikcn thnt tho 
woman was going into Iowa. Mr. A. im- 
mediately started for McGregor, with a war- 
rant for tho arrest of tho woman, but arriv- 
ed oco dny after she had passed through 
the place. Taking an officer with him, Mr. 
A. pursued tho woman and overtook her 34 
miles in the country. 


After repeated denials that she had had 


any other child with her than her own, shu 
finally imparted the information that the 
boy had bncn taken from her 'and left in 
Green county. Mr. Aikcn at once returned 
to Jancsvillc, and here ho found t\ tetter 
from Mr. Post, living in Green county, 
stating that ho had taken tho boy by force 
from a woman, and would keep him uritH 
called for by his friends. It seems that ttu> 
woman had informed some ono in tha'. 
neighborhood of the truu circumstancea 
connected with tho possession of tho boy» 
and the neighbors hud taken him from her. 
Mr. Aikcn immediately proceeded to Mr. 
Post's, and returned yesterday with hia son, 
for whose safety, if not for whose life, tbo 
most anxious fears had been aroused. 


This is a remarkable and bold attempt at 


kidnapping, and the fact i.hnt her arrest 
would deprive the threo 8rm»ll children of 
tho only protector they seemed to him-, 
alone prevented the intiiction of tho pun- 
ishment she richly deserved. Tho woman 
was emigrating from Illinois to St. Charles, 
Floyd county, lown, .130 miles from Me- 
pregor, and her energy in taking so long n 
journey without aid, and her recklessness in 
attempting to kidnap n boy to help her, is 
more conspicuous than tho feminine quali- 
ties which ordinarily churacterisii her sex.
